000,000 appropriation for flood con- 
trol hydroelectric, navigation and 
other non-military activities of the 
War Department 
emerged 
today 


from a 
Senate-House 
conference 
committee. 


This is $33000,000 lower than a 


fund voted bv the Senate, but $67,- 
000,000 above the sum approved by 
the House. 


The bill covering the fiscal year 


ending next June 30, went to the 
committee after the Senate passed 
a $542,000,000 bill thursday night 
despite a Republican demand for 
a deep slash. 


The conferees hurried their re- 


port to the House hoping ior final 
passage there and in the 
Senate 


before the scheduled adjournment 
tonight. 


Except for about $88,000,000 for 


the Panama canal and other rion- 
militarv operations of the depart- 
ment, the appropriation is for con- 
struction, maintenance and

trimmed 


funds for some projects in the Sen- 
ale bill and eliminated two, 
the 


great bulk 
remained 
unchanged, 


amon- them the gigantic Garrison 
Reservoir, S..

ment as well as flood control, nav- 
igation and related water utiliza- 
tion.

The two items knocked from the 


bill were $6,000,000 for Oahe reser- 
voir, S. p., and $3000000 for Red 
Rock, Reservoir Iowa. Both were 
transferred to a-planning.program 
Oahc getting $850,000 for lhat pur- 
pose and Red, Rock $800,000.

Several psychologists recently ha-'

Some 
of them have even been so cour- 
ageous as lo say that they thought 
these tests may do more 
than good.

This may surprise the majority 


of us who, innocent of psycnoiogi- 
cal learning, have accepted the in- 
telligence quotient as 
.high IQ has been the 
ospel. 
adgc 
of 
mental superiority for 30 years or 
more. A low IQ has frequently br- 
ought despair to me parents of 
children who, as the result 'of these 
tests, have bjjen given statistical 
..dunce caps. 


To be sure, a good many young- 


sters with an IQ of genius rating 
didn't turn out lo be geniuses. But 
the faith of most laymen in the 


tig) IQ wasn't shaken. Now along come 


some learned men to say, as oth- 
ers have been saying more quietly 
right along, that the tests don't tell 
the whole story, that they're arbi- 
trary, inaccurate, misleading and 
so on. 


For those who are dismayed by 


these charges an article by Han- 
nah Lec-s in the current Collier's 
magazine is recommended reading. 
It is called "Doing What Comes 
Naturally," and tells the story of 
Johnson O'Connor's aptitude tests 
which, begun at General Electric 
v- 25 year;; ago, have blossomed into 


Human Engineering Laboratories in 
10 of the country's major cities. 


The human engineers 
consider 


that aptitudes are "as inherent as 
blue eyes and more so than curly 
hair, and have little relation to in- 
telligence and even less 10 environ- 
ment or childhood conditioning." 


The scientific testing of aptitudes 


apparently is not yut uevciupeo. uil- 
ly, nor do the human engineers 
claim that .possession or laelt of 
certain aptitudes gurantee success 


. -, or lailurc. But their quarter-cenUiry 


work demonstrates tnat they have

000,000 appropriation for flood con- 
trol hydroelectric, navigation and 
other non-military activities of the 
War Department 
emerged 
today 


from a 
Senate-House 
conference 
committee. 


This is $33000,000 lower than a 


fund voted bv the Senate, but $67,- 
000,000 above the sum approved by 
the House. 


The bill covering the fiscal year 


ending next June 30, went to the 
committee after the Senate passed 
a $542,000,000 bill thursday night 
despite a Republican demand for 
a deep slash. 


The conferees hurried their re- 


port to the House hoping ior final 
passage there and in the 
Senate 


before the scheduled adjournment 
tonight. 


Except for about $88,000,000 for 


the Panama canal and other rion- 
militarv operations of the depart- 
ment, the appropriation is for con- 
struction, maintenance and 
plan- 


ning of water 
projects, 
mostly 
flood control.

trimmed 


funds for some projects in the Sen- 
ale bill and eliminated two, 
the 


great bulk 
remained 
unchanged, 


amon- them the gigantic Garrison 
Reservoir, S.. D., and other works 
involving 
hydro-electric' develop- 


ment as well as flood control, nav- 
igation and related water utiliza- 
tion.

The two items knocked from the 


bill were $6,000,000 for Oahe reser- 
voir, S. p., and $3000000 for Red 
Rock, Reservoir Iowa. Both were 
transferred to a-planning.program 
Oahc getting $850,000 for lhat pur- 
pose and Red, Rock $800,000.

Several psychologists recently ha-'

Some 
of them have even been so cour- 
ageous as lo say that they thought 
these tests may do more 
than good.

This may surprise the majority 


of us who, innocent of psycnoiogi- 
cal learning, have accepted the in- 
telligence quotient as 
.high IQ has been the 
ospel. 
adgc 
of 
mental superiority for 30 years or 
more. A low IQ has frequently br- 
ought despair to me parents of 
children who, as the result 'of these 
tests, have bjjen given statistical 
..dunce caps. 


To be sure, a good many young- 


sters with an IQ of genius rating 
didn't turn out lo be geniuses. But 
the faith of most laymen in the 


tig) IQ wasn't shaken. Now along come 


some learned men to say, as oth- 
ers have been saying more quietly 
right along, that the tests don't tell 
the whole story, that they're arbi- 
trary, inaccurate, misleading and 
so on. 


For those who are dismayed by 


these charges an article by Han- 
nah Lec-s in the current Collier's 
magazine is recommended reading. 
It is called "Doing What Comes 
Naturally," and tells the story of 
Johnson O'Connor's aptitude tests 
which, begun at General Electric 
v- 25 year;; ago, have blossomed into 


Human Engineering Laboratories in 
10 of the country's major cities. 


The human engineers 
consider 


that aptitudes are "as inherent as 
blue eyes and more so than curly 
hair, and have little relation to in- 
telligence and even less 10 environ- 
ment or childhood conditioning." 


The scientific testing of aptitudes 


apparently is not yut uevciupeo. uil- 
ly, nor do the human engineers 
claim that .possession or laelt of 
certain aptitudes gurantee success 


. -, or lailurc. But their quarter-cenUiry 


work demonstrates tnat they have

000,000 appropriation for flood con- 
trol hydroelectric, navigation and 
other non-military activities of the 
War Department 
emerged 
today 


from a 
Senate-House 
conference 
committee. 


This is $33000,000 lower than a 


fund voted bv the Senate, but $67,- 
000,000 above the sum approved by 
the House. 


The bill covering the fiscal year 


ending next June 30, went to the 
committee after the Senate passed 
a $542,000,000 bill thursday night 
despite a Republican demand for 
a deep slash. 


The conferees hurried their re- 


port to the House hoping ior final 
passage there and in the 
Senate 


before the scheduled adjournment 
tonight. 


Except for about $88,000,000 for

igation and related water utiliza- 
tion.

The two items knocked from the 


bill were $6,000,000 for Oahe reser- 
voir, S. p., and $3000000 for Red 
Rock, Reservoir Iowa.

To be sure, a good many young- 


sters with an IQ of genius rating 
didn't turn out lo be geniuses. But 
the faith of most laymen in the 


tig) IQ wasn't shaken. Now along come 


some learned men to say, as oth- 
ers have been saying more quietly 
right along, that the tests don't tell 
the whole story, that they're arbi- 
trary, inaccurate, misleading and 
so on. 


For those who are dismayed by 


these charges an article by Han- 
nah Lec-s in the current Collier's 
magazine is recommended reading. 
It is called "Doing What Comes 
Naturally," and tells the story of 
Johnson O'Connor's aptitude tests 
which, begun at General Electric

000,000 appropriation for flood con- 
trol hydroelectric, navigation and 
other non-military activities of the 
War Department 
emerged

fund voted bv the Senate, but $67,- 
000,000 above the sum approved by 
the House. 


The bill covering the fiscal year 


ending next June 30, went to the 
committee after the Senate passed 
a $542,000,000 bill thursday night 
despite a Republican demand for 
a deep slash. 


The conferees hurried their re- 


port to the House hoping ior final

before the scheduled adjournment 
tonight. 


Except for about $88,000,000 for

Some 
of them have even been so cour- 
ageous as lo say that they thought 
these tests may do more 
than good.

This may surprise the majority 


of us who, innocent of psycnoiogi- 
cal learning, have accepted the in- 
telligence quotient as 
.high IQ has been the 
ospel. 
adgc 
of 
mental superiority for 30 years or 
more. A low IQ has frequently br- 
ought despair to me parents of 
children who, as the result 'of these 
tests, have bjjen given statistical 
..dunce caps. 


To be sure, a good many young- 


sters with an IQ of genius rating 
didn't turn out lo be geniuses. But 
the faith of most laymen in the 


tig) IQ wasn't shaken. Now along come 


some learned men to say, as oth- 
ers have been saying more quietly 
right along, that the tests don't tell 
the whole story, that they're arbi- 
trary, inaccurate, misleading and 
so on. 


For those who are dismayed by 


these charges an article by Han- 
nah Lec-s in the current Collier's 
magazine is recommended reading. 
It is called "Doing What Comes 
Naturally," and tells the story of 
Johnson O'Connor's aptitude tests 
which, begun at General Electric 
v- 25 year;; ago, have blossomed into 


Human Engineering Laboratories in 
10 of the country's major cities. 


The human engineers 
consider 


that aptitudes are "as inherent as 
blue eyes and more so than curly 
hair, and have little relation to in- 
telligence and even less 10 environ- 
ment or childhood conditioning." 


The scientific testing of aptitudes 


apparently is not yut uevciupeo. uil- 
ly, nor do the human engineers 
claim that .possession or laelt of 
certain aptitudes gurantee success

work demonstrates tnat they have

This may surprise the majority 


of us who, innocent of psycnoiogi- 
cal learning, have accepted the in- 
telligence quotient as 
.high IQ has been the 
ospel. 
adgc 
of 
mental superiority for 30 years or 
more. A low IQ has frequently br- 
ought despair to me parents of 
children who, as the result 'of these 
tests, have bjjen given statistical 
..dunce caps. 


To be sure, a good many young- 


sters with an IQ of genius rating 
didn't turn out lo be geniuses. But 
the faith of most laymen in the 


tig) IQ wasn't shaken. Now along come 


some learned men to say, as oth- 
ers have been saying more quietly 
right along, that the tests don't tell 
the whole story, that they're arbi- 
trary, inaccurate, misleading and 
so on. 


For those who are dismayed by 


these charges an article by Han- 
nah Lec-s in the current Collier's 
magazine is recommended reading. 
It is called "Doing What Comes 
Naturally," and tells the story of 
Johnson O'Connor's aptitude tests 
which, begun at General Electric 
v- 25 year;; ago, have blossomed into 


Human Engineering Laboratories in 
10 of the country's major cities. 


The human engineers 
consider 


that aptitudes are "as inherent as 
blue eyes and more so than curly 
hair, and have little relation to in- 
telligence and even less 10 environ- 
ment or childhood conditioning." 


The scientific testing of aptitudes 


apparently is not yut uevciupeo. uil- 
ly, nor do the human engineers 
claim that .possession or laelt of 
certain aptitudes gurantee success 


. -, or lailurc. But their quarter-cenUiry 


work demonstrates tnat they have

Marriage Peak Is 
Passed; Decline 
Reported in U. S. 


Washington, July 28 — 
(ff>) 
— 


The post-war boom in romance has 
reached its peak; marriages are on 
the decline. 


The national office of vital stat- 
istics reported today that 427,319 
couples bought marriage licenses 
during the first quarter of 1947. 
That is 20 pe cent fewer than the 
number issued during the same 
quarter of 1946. 


The report attributed the huge 
postwar increase in weddings to 
GI romances. 
It said marriages started climb- 


ing "unusually high" as early as 
1945, 
when veterans were returning 


from Europe, and lasted through 
most of 1946. 
Last year set a new record in 
American marriages, a 
total of 


2,313,795 
or about 
41.8 per cent 


more than in 1945. In the war year 
of 1944 only 1,452,394 licenses were 
issued. 
While marriages have increased 


the ratio of divorce to marriage 
has declined. In .2945 there were ji 
ivorces for every 100 marriages, 
n 1946 the ratio dropped to 27 di- 
orces for every 
100 marriages. 


The statisticians attribute this to

Marriage Peak Is 
Passed; Decline 
Reported in U. S. 


Washington, July 28 — 
(ff>) 
— 


The post-war boom in romance has 
reached its peak; marriages are on 
the decline. 


The national office of vital stat- 
istics reported today that 427,319 
couples bought marriage licenses 
during the first quarter of 1947. 
That is 20 pe cent fewer than the 
number issued during the same 
quarter of 1946. 


The report attributed the huge 
postwar increase in weddings to 
GI romances. 
It said marriages started climb- 


ing "unusually high" as early as 
1945, 
when veterans were returning 


from Europe, and lasted through 
most of 1946. 
Last year set a new record in 
American marriages, a 
total of 


2,313,795 
or about 
41.8 per cent 


more than in 1945. In the war year 
of 1944 only 1,452,394 licenses were 
issued. 
While marriages have increased 


the ratio of divorce to marriage 
has declined. In .2945 there were ji 
ivorces for every 100 marriages, 
n 1946 the ratio dropped to 27 di- 
orces for every 
100 marriages. 


The statisticians attribute this to 
he big increase in marriages and

Marriage Peak Is 
Passed; Decline 
Reported in U. S. 


Washington, July 28 — 
(ff>) 
— 


The post-war boom in romance has 
reached its peak; marriages are on 
the decline. 


The national office of vital stat- 
istics reported today that 427,319 
couples bought marriage licenses 
during the first quarter of 1947. 
That is 20 pe cent fewer than the 
number issued during the same 
quarter of 1946. 


The report attributed the huge 
postwar increase in weddings to 
GI romances. 
It said marriages started climb- 


ing "unusually high" as early as 
1945, 
when veterans were returning 


from Europe, and lasted through 
most of 1946. 
Last year set a new record in 
American marriages, a 
total of 


2,313,795 
or about 
41.8 per cent 


more than in 1945. In the war year 
of 1944 only 1,452,394 licenses were 
issued. 
While marriages have increased 


the ratio of divorce to marriage 
has declined. In .2945 there were ji 
ivorces for every 100 marriages, 
n 1946 the ratio dropped to 27 di- 
orces for every 
100 marriages. 


The statisticians attribute this to 
he big increase in marriages and

Marriage Peak Is 
Passed; Decline 
Reported in U. S. 


Washington, July 28 — 
(ff>) 
— 


The post-war boom in romance has 
reached its peak; marriages are on 
the decline. 


The national office of vital stat- 
istics reported today that 427,319 
couples bought marriage licenses 
during the first quarter of 1947. 
That is 20 pe cent fewer than the 
number issued during the same 
quarter of 1946. 


The report attributed the huge 
postwar increase in weddings to 
GI romances. 
It said marriages started climb- 


ing "unusually high" as early as 
1945, 
when veterans were returning 


from Europe, and lasted through 
most of 1946. 
Last year set a new record in 
American marriages, a 
total of 


2,313,795 
or about 
41.8 per cent 


more than in 1945. In the war year 
of 1944 only 1,452,394 licenses were 
issued. 
While marriages have increased 


the ratio of divorce to marriage 
has declined. In .2945 there were ji 
ivorces for every 100 marriages, 
n 1946 the ratio dropped to 27 di- 
orces for every 
100 marriages.

Marriage Peak Is 
Passed; Decline 
Reported in U. S. 


Washington, July 28 — 
(ff>) 
— 


The post-war boom in romance has 
reached its peak; marriages are on 
the decline. 


The national office of vital stat- 
istics reported today that 427,319 
couples bought marriage licenses 
during the first quarter of 1947. 
That is 20 pe cent fewer than the 
number issued during the same 
quarter of 1946. 


The report attributed the huge 
postwar increase in weddings to 
GI romances. 
It said marriages started climb- 


ing "unusually high" as early as 
1945, 
when veterans were returning 


from Europe, and lasted through 
most of 1946. 
Last year set a new record in 
American marriages, a 
total of 


2,313,795 
or about 
41.8 per cent 


more than in 1945. In the war year 
of 1944 only 1,452,394 licenses were 
issued. 
While marriages have increased 


the ratio of divorce to marriage 
has declined. In .2945 there were ji 
ivorces for every 100 marriages, 
n 1946 the ratio dropped to 27 di- 
orces for every 
100 marriages. 


The statisticians attribute this to 
he big increase in marriages and

Marriage Peak Is 
Passed; Decline 
Reported in U. S. 


Washington, July 28 — 
(ff>) 
— 


The post-war boom in romance has 
reached its peak; marriages are on 
the decline. 


The national office of vital stat- 
istics reported today that 427,319 
couples bought marriage licenses 
during the first quarter of 1947. 
That is 20 pe cent fewer than the 
number issued during the same 
quarter of 1946. 


The report attributed the huge 
postwar increase in weddings to 
GI romances. 
It said marriages started climb- 


ing "unusually high" as early as 
1945, 
when veterans were returning 


from Europe, and lasted through 
most of 1946. 
Last year set a new record in 
American marriages, a 
total of 


2,313,795 
or about 
41.8 per cent 


more than in 1945. In the war year 
of 1944 only 1,452,394 licenses were 
issued. 
While marriages have increased 


the ratio of divorce to marriage 
has declined. In .2945 there were ji 
ivorces for every 100 marriages, 
n 1946 the ratio dropped to 27 di- 
orces for every 
100 marriages. 


The statisticians attribute this to 
he big increase in marriages and
